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Hillside Ord. passes; further recommendations Dec. 9,10 


The Hillside Management Ordinance No. 1078 
passed second reading and adoption at the Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting Tuesday evening. A 
public hearing for 1081, which would define the 
recommendations of the Planning Commission and 
Hillside Management Task Force, is up for a public 
hearing of the Planning Commission on Monday, 
Dec. 9, 7:30 p.m., with the public hearing for the 
City Council on Dec. 10,6:30 p.m. 

No. 1081 amends the boundaries which were 
questioned at the last City Council meeting and 
which, according to the task force, seemed to be 
penciled in. These public hearings will clear up any 
questions. Actually Ordinance No. 1078 amends the 
city’s zoning regulations to make way for the Ordi¬ 
nance 1081. 

The council asked staff to explore an ordinance 
(No. 1080) prohibiting “distribution of unwanted 
newspapers, flyers and handbills” from being left 
on lawns of residents who do not want them. The 
ordinance would not apply to distribution of religious 
or political material but would apply to residential 
and business properties. 

In order to track the ordinance the city would 
maintain on file a list of all addresses objecting to 
the distributions. 

As with other violations of the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code, noncompliance is considered a 
misdemeanor offense punishable to a $500 fine and 
up to six months in jail. 


Police hold public 
auction Dec. 7 

Sierra Madre Police will hold a public 
auction on Saturday, Dec. 7, beginning at 
10 a.m. Property will be open for viewing at 
9 a.m. that day. 

The property for sale consists of surplus 
city equipment and that which has been received 
by the Police Department. It includes bicycles, 
tennis rackets, skate boards and a three-wheeled 
Honda scooter. 

Location is at the city parking lot on the 
south side of the Police Department at 242 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and payment must be made 
in cash at the time of purchase. All items must 
be removed immediately. Each item will be 
sold to the highest bidder.

The trees will arrive fresh from 
Oregon on Friday evening and be unloaded for 
sale Saturday morning by boys and dads from 
the Pony-Colt baseball league. 

The Association includes girls softball, T- 
ball and Pony-Colt baseball. The tree lot is 
their primary fundraising effort for the year. A 
key to their success has been the high quality 
trees and the high quality volunteers who help 
make this a great Sierra Madre tradition. The 
prices are the same as past years.

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The public hearing is set for Dec. 10 for second 
reading and to allow for public comment. 

The council voted for the Memorial Park Play¬ 
ground Improvement Project at $13,354 for the 
play equipment, installation and additional mate¬ 
rials. Moore Recreation and Park Equipment won 
the equipment and installation quotes of $8815.11 
and $3150, respectively. 


The project will be funded $4641 from the 
General Fund (transferred from CRA), $4072 from 
the Parks Development Fund Account. 

Equipment includes modular play equipment, a 
climber toy, painting of the merry-go-round and 
new walkways, repair of benches and playground 
access points. The block wall would be improved 
as well as sand composition. 


Although $35,000 has been budgeted, the cost 
of $40,000 will be used for resurfacing Michillinda 
Ave. from Sierra Madre Blvd. north to the corporate 

limits. Half of the street belongs to Sierra Madre 
and half to Pasadena.

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Residents ask for police enforcement concerning laborers 

At Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting She was referring to thoughts by the council often. 


At Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting 
Rosemary Hagerott, Ralph Schroder and Linus 
Pukalski opened up the sticky question of the day 
laborers who flock to Sierra Madre Memorial Park 
for day work. 

Hagerott said she was “disturbed” that the 
city would consider establishing a labor station for 
these “illegals in our country.” 

She continued, “The city shouldn’t relocate 
(the laborers) to an area - that aids and abets the 
illegals.” 


She was referring to thoughts by the council 
that perhaps a better place for the laborers to con¬ 
gregate, waiting for work, would be north of the 
Sierra Vista Park. 

She agreed with Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams 
who announced at the last City Council meeting that 
the city should enforce the laws of the city by “tick¬ 
eting employers, ticketing laborers, citing those who 
lounge in the park, follow employees and ask them 
not to hire the illegals.” She also suggested that 
Federal Immigration Officials should come more 


often. 

She concluded, “I expect the city government 
to support the law.” 

Schroder said that he had stationed himself 
nearby to watch activities in the park and he observed 
that “police cars were driving by at normal speeds 
and they did nothing.” He also urged the police 
to begin making arrests.

Lefler participates in elite educational program 


When we say “One of our people made it to the 
top,” we could be referring to Sharon Lefler who is 
actively involved in the Teach for America program. 

Lefler, who is first vice president of Sierra 
Madre School PTA and is co-chair of the school 
SITE Council, is one of 65 faculty members re¬ 
cruited throughout the country to participate in this 
two-year program teaching young teachers how to 
teach. 

These people who make up Teach For America 
are a group of individuals who commit to two years 
of teaching in urban and rural areas, where they 
are experiencing persistent teacher shortages. Teach 
For America selects “corps members” through an 
intensive application process, prepares them to enter 
the classroom in a pre-service institute, and places 
them in areas where they can do the most good. 

When Lefler heard about the program, she was 
sure that it would be something she would enjoy. 
Wendy Kopp, a senior at Princeton University in 
1988, was a member of a group of youth who 
proposed the creation of a domestic “teacher corps.” 
She developed the concept in her thesis as a senior 
and initial funding came from Mobil Foundation 
and from Union Carbide Corporation which enabled 
Wendy to spend the summer after graduation laying 
the foundation for the organization. A year 
later it was up and running. Now, 53 full-time 
staff and more than 100 student volunteers are work¬ 


ing together to operate the program. 

And that’s where Sharon Lefler comes in. She 
is one of the 67 teachers - mentor teachers - from 
all around the country to be chosen to assist these 
new teachers. 

“Ten percent of these people are left after 
the first year. The national rate for first year 
teachers to remain is nine percent...these students 
are from the top 15 percent of their classes. I 
believe 1 have something to offer and these teachers 
need help with the basics. Pasadena Unified School 
District has hired 35 of these young teachers.” 

During the next two years Lefler will be teach¬ 
ing support groups. She is a curriculum resource 
teacher and a reading and math specialist. She 
also has a background to be proud of since she 
has a Masters degree in computer education and is 
credentialed in educational administration. 

She is recording secretary of Phi Delta Kappa 
and is on the communications committee of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. 

Lefler has three children: Blaine Jr., 29, who 
lives with his wife in Pennsylvania; Debi, 21, at 
home; and Becki, 19, at home, the latter who works 
at Burbank Airport. 

Congratulate this mentor teacher who assists the 
cream of the crop of youthful teachers to achieve 
the highest sights.

Handicapped youth chosen for Webelo rank

Chuck and Rudy Campos, fraternal twins from 
Pack 110 chartered by St. Rita in Sierra Madre, 
received their “Webelos” ranks last Monday night. 

Brian Baxter (also a twin) and David Goris 
also received their “Webelos” rank, the highest 
rank attainable in Cub Scouts, that same night. 
What makes Chuck and Rudy so special is that, 
according to District Executive, Linn Hakala, they 
are the only hearing-impaired Cubs to receive this 
rank in the San Gabriel Valley Council in recent 
history. 

The twins’ mother. Brandy, became a leader 
with Pack 110 after she met Bob Vale, their dynamic 
Cubmaster, at a training seminar four years ago. 
She was struggling with finding a Cub Scout Pack 
that could meet the special needs of hearing-impaired 
Cubs. 

Since that time mother, twins and big sister, 
Artamisa, have been model Scouts and leaders. 
Artamisa, although not technically old enough to 
become a leader, is a den assi.stant, providing an 
invaluable service to Pack 110 by signing for the 
hearing-impaired boys. None of the leaders other 
than Brandy can sign, so Artamisa religiously 
stands next to the leader in charge of each meeting 
or guest speaker, signing what is said. 

Rudy and Chuck attend the Tripod School for 
the hearing-impaired. This is a pilot program and 
the only one in the country that mainstreams the 
hearing-impaired students into regular classrooms 
by providing teacher’s aides to sign. 

Interesting enough, the twins’ favorite Webelo 
activity was “The Communicator.” They visited 
their vice-principal and had to ask other people for 
complaints about their school. Being hearing- 
impaired, they had never been able to overhear any 
complaints and were surprised to find out people 
had criticisms of the school - especially the school’s 
own administrators. Although more difficult for 
the twins, the communicator activity pin was much 


more enlightening for them than for boys with nor¬ 
mal hearing. 

Bob Vale, Cubmaster, summed it up this way 
at the awards ceremony: “Pack 110, the Lucky 
Baldwin District, the San Gabriel Valley Council 
and St. Rita Church are very proud of these special 


boys, their sister and their mom, who make it 
possible to share the special experience of scouting 
with these boys. I believe we have learned more 
from these boys than they could have learned from 
us! On this proud day, let’s give them the recog¬ 
nition they deserve.”

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Saga of the black 
footed ferret

Somewhere in my semi-random filing 
system is an article from 1981 reporting the 
discovery in Wyoming of an animal believed 
extinct, none having been seen in the wild for 
more than 15 years previously, and all of those 
in captivity having died by 1979. This was the 
black footed ferret, a common animal until its 
natural prey, prairie dogs, were largely wiped 
out by plague and man. The event of a species 
unexpectedly restored to nature was a happy one 
and almost unique. With the excited attention 
of wildlife experts, surely this colony would 
thrive and increase in numbers. 

Wrong. An outbreak of plague decimated 
the local prairie dogs and the surviving ferrets 
were almost wiped out by canine distemper. By 
the fall of 1985, the number of ferrets had 
plunged from over 100 to 18, at which point the 
Wyoming Fish and Game Department began 
capturing the last survivors with uncertain hopes 
of producing offspring in captivity. After all, 
in the ’70s, all attempts at captive breeding had 
failed. 

It was a near thing. Efforts to trap the 
last remaining male took the entire winter of 
1986-87. But now, after five years of strenuous 
effort, breeding has succeeded and the captive 
population has been built up to more than 300. 
Near Medicine Bow, Wyoming, preparations 
are underway for the reintroduction of ferrets 
into the wild. Success is not assured. Experts 
predict that more than 90 percent of the ferrets 
are likely to perish from disease or predators. 
Nevertheless, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
hopes to have 1500 ferrets back in the wild 
20 years from now. 

It is the Endangered Species Act which 
protects and recovers endangered species such 
as the black footed ferret, the California con¬ 
dor, and the red wolf. This Act will be up for 
renewal and is in danger of being weakened by 
anti-environmental interests during the coming 
congressional session. 

SMEAC urges that you write our repre¬ 
sentatives to support an Endangered Species 
Act as strong or stronger than the present one.

Your editor recently asked me to tell you a 
little more about my ride on the French high 
speed train. 

As some of you may know, 1 am a trans¬ 
portation engineer working with a large inter¬ 
national firm specializing in the planning and 
design of public works. While my responsi¬ 
bilities are more directed to airports, my interest 
in other transportation modes continues. So 
much for explanations. 

By invitation, Florence, a friend of ours, 
and 1 went to Paris for a business and pleasure 
trip. A major U.S. airline made hotel arrange¬ 
ments for us in a “three-star” tourist hotel in 
a non-tourist neighborhood. We discovered 
that a bedroom does not require any more space 
than needed for a bed and a chair. 

Finding early that a vodka martini is about 
the same price as a dinner, we quickly learned 
to go to the nearest grocery store and buy a 
bottle of French wine for less than the price of 
a Coca Cola. Also, Paris restaurants, with or 
without tablecloths, serve excellent food. 

The city is always full of new wonders. We 
particularly enjoyed the new museum, D’Orsey, 
containing the paintings of the impressionists. 
1 recommend it for both the exhibits and the 
setting. It is located on the left bank of the 
Seine in a reconfigured railroad station com¬ 
plementing the renovated Union Station here in 


Washington. 

As the Follies Bergere was only one block 
from the hotel, one evening was dedicated to 
attending the show. It hasn’t changed much in 
the past 15 years and the lovely ladies haven’t 
either. 

Including dogs who are permitted to ride, 
the best way to get around the city is on the 
subway. 

We thoroughly enjoyed the changing of our 
regular American routine. One caution, how¬ 
ever, in visiting Paris. Enjoy the trip but don’t 
bring your checkbook; bring your bankbook. 

The SCNF’s international representative 
met us at the Gare d’Leon to accompany us on 
the trip to Leon and return. The TGF train 
operates at a maximum speed of 170 miles per 
hour over the 180 mile run. There are no grade 
crossings, all bridges and tunnels with some 
special overpasses for cattle. The route is 
through the beautiful French countryside. Be¬ 
ing invited to the engineer’s cab, we watched 
the farms and villages flash by at top speed. 
Not much different, I assume from riding in an 
Indy 500 car but with a lot better scenery. It 
was exciting. 

More enjoyable, however, was our visit to 
Leon. Known for its fantastic chocolates, and 
lace cathedral, the city is both modern and old. 

On arrival, our host led us to that section 
of town reflecting the lifestyles of the 16th 
century. We dined in a small cafe, on a brick 
street, and very picturesque restored surround¬ 
ings. The meal was delicious, the service im¬ 
peccable and the setting delightful. We were told 
that the fresh bread crust was the best in France, 
Europe or the world. I really don’t know 
much about bread crusts or wine for that 
matter, but I have no reason to doubt their 
word.

In his tower apartment 
in his high rise building, 
he has constructed a 
world of his own, com¬ 
municating almost en¬ 
tirely by means of closed 
circuit television, so 
closed, in fact, that 
while he can see the peo¬ 


ple he is talking to, they 
can only hear him. 
Heavy shutters can be 
closed over doors and 
windows to frustrate any 
attempt to penetrate his 
eyrie. 

Comes the day his em¬ 
ployees have had enough 
of his arrogance and de¬ 
cide to take over his for¬ 
tune and his business. 
The first step is to im¬ 
prison him in the isola¬ 
tion that he has created. 
With communication 
shut down, he must ac¬ 
cede to their demands. 
Or must he? 

Veteran actor Stacey 
Reach, with the stage to 
himself much of the time, 
has a unique opportuni¬ 
ty to demonstrate his con¬ 
siderable skills, and the 
melodramatic plot has 
twists and turns enough 
to satisfy the most jaded 
mystery reader. Reach

Theater Americana has 
specialized in producing 
original plays, offering a 
valuable first production 
to playwrights who may 
or may not be know- 
ledgable in how their 
work is going to sound 
and look on a stage. 
Their play reading com¬ 
mittee often complains 
that they get so few com¬ 
edies to consider, so they 
must have been over¬ 


joyed to come upon their 
current production, “Fly¬ 
away Home” by Bryan 
Williams, which is funny 
enough to keep the 
laughs coming, but has 
a little social bite, too. 

“Flyaway Home” is 
about a couple who live 
in a Greenwich Village 
apartment but have de¬ 
cided to split up. Fran 
is a competent potter, 
a free soul with wide 
(sometimes shallow) 
artistic interests. Earl 
is an accountant. Their 
marriage has become 
two separate lives in the 
same space. Dividing up 
their eclectic collection 
of possessions is the 
current problem. 


Then comes Luke, a 
young college instructor, 
who has fascinated the 
middle-aged Fran. He 
has, among other pro¬ 
blems, no place to stay, 
and Fran suggests he 
move into their son’s 
empty bedroom tem¬ 
porarily. Next arrival is 
daughter Aileen, who 
wants a New York base 
in which to await a job 
offer worthy of her ac¬ 
ceptance, and then Earl 
brings home a friend 
(female) whose apart¬ 
ment was burnt out, and 
the eccentric son suffers 
an attack of insecurity 
and comes home and 
there they all are. 

They are concerned 
with Fran and Earl’s 
imminent break-up but 
appalled at the idea of 
actually giving up an 
apartment in Manhattan. 

There is plenty of ma¬ 
terial for laughter here 
plus a few pointed re¬ 
marks about grown sons 
and daughters who can¬ 
not look after them¬ 
selves. 

The TA production is 
a good one. Richard 


Hill as Earl and Gaylen 
Johnson as Fran are 
both attractive and be¬ 
lievable. Steve Halmstrom 
as Luke has a lot to 
learn about comedy tim¬ 
ing, but is otherwise 
suitable. Mia Lynne as 
the daughter is pretty 
enough to hold some 
sympathy even when you 
want to smack her for 
her behavior, and Danica 
Jerosimich makes a cute 
and self-possessed waif. 
William Stark is funny 
as the eccentric son, but 
could be believable too 
with considerably more 
imagination and subtle¬ 
ty. 

Director May Reynolds 
had a tricky job making 
the various acting styles 
mesh, but only a picky 
critic would carp at the 
result. Relly Cowles 
stage set is a triumph!

The season of Advent 
can get a bit confusing. 
One problem is that the 
Advent liturgy of the Ro¬ 
man Rite started long 
before our American 
commercial custom of 
beginning Christmas 
right after the Fourth 
of July!

Advent is from a Latin 
word meaning “com¬ 
ing”; or perhaps more 
accurately, “comings.”

Blvd. - should be ready for occupancy this week. 

The council requested City Administrator Jim 
McRea to negotiate the street sweeping contract of 
$2950 per month. The company is requesting an 
8 percent increase. City Councilman Bartolai sug¬ 
gested to negotiate no increase this year since the 
company has enjoyed raises each year. 

The council also authorized participating in the 
San Gabriel Valley Transportation Coalition at 
$543 from the city’s Proposition A fund balance. 
The coalition is being formed, representing 31 cities 
in the Eastern L.A. County and San Gabriel 
Valley to establish a steering committee to extend 
the Blue Line rail to Azusa.
